A crowd of five-hundred wor- 
shipers had gathered for the eve- 
ning prayer. As a frail Hindu 


man walked down the garden path | 


with his hands resting on the 
shoulders of his grandnieces, a tall 
young Hindu suddenly stepped 
from the throng and fired several 
shots into the little man’s weak 
body. The beautiful garden of 
New Delhi's Birli House became 
the scene of mad confusion. Death 


had struck!—January 30, 1948— 
for India’s Mahatma Gandhi. 
India’s “Great Soul,” as he was 


often called, died of wounds in the 
stomach and chest a half-hour 
later; death had come at seventy- 
eight for the great leader. 


Next day a million wailing 


Indian worshipers followed the 
rose petal covered body to the 
burying ghats by the sacred river 
Junna. Later the ashes were de- 
posited in the sacred river, 


Many have been asking, “Was 
Mahandas Gandhi a Christian?” 
But first, let us see what the 
world has to say about him, and 
then from his own testimony and 
the Bible we will find out if he 
were a Christian or not. 


Most of the  four-hundred 
million of India looked upon him 
as a “Saint.” Pandit Jawahar- 
lah Nehru, Gandhi's great friend 
aftid probable successor, said after 
his leader’s assassination, “The 
light has gone out of our lives, 
and there is darkness everywhere 
» « « The light has gone out, yet 
this light which has illumined this 
country for many years will still 
shine, and will shine for one 
thousand years from now.” This 
quotation by his outstanding fol- 
lower might also be the feeling of 
millions of other Indians. 

Here in the United States news- 
papers, magazines, and even some 
modernist and humanist clergymen 
have placed him equal to Christ! 

Life Magazine, in the February 
9th issue, carried an_ editorial 
which said in part, “He changed 
world history, yet his power 
was not of this world . . . Gandhi 
was no just a ‘great man’; he was 
@ universal saint, something the 
West has not produced for many 
generations. He was, as John

We have now had fourteen 
years of repeal and much of the 
nation is going back to prohibi- 
tion by local option. 

Massachusetts has 65 towns 
and townships with populations 
ranging from 40,000 down that 
prohibit the sale of all beer, wine 
and whisky. New Hampshire has 
about a hundred such towns and 
townships; Vermont has _ 120; 
Maine has over 300; Wisconsin 
350; Ohio 450; Pennsylvania 650; 
and the state of Illinois over a 
thousand, with nearly 2 million 
people living in them. 

Louisiana has 16 dry parishes; 
the drys have won 38 of the last 
46 county-wide liquor elections in 
Arkansas; Georgia has 67 coun- 
ties that are dry; Alabama has 


41 dry counties and only 20 that} 


permit the legal sale of beverage 
alcohol; Mississippi has 53 of her 
82 counties that prohibit the sale 
of all beer, wine or whisky; and 
the state of Kentucky, Known 
around the world for its famous 
brands of liquor, has 93 wholly 
dry counties, 14 others that are 
partially dry and only 14 left that 
ase wholly wet. The state of

Texas has 139 dry counties and 
@ recent newspaper survey re- 
vealed that 53 per cent of the 
people twenty-one years old or 
above would vote for state-wide 
prohibition if faced with the op-

first eleven verses of the fourth chapter of Hebrews. 


Sup- 


pose you read carefully that chapter and see what blessed 
promises are given concerning the heavenly rest of a Chris- 


tian, 


“Let us therefore fear, lest, 
a promise being left us of en- 
tering into his rest, any of you 
should seem to come short of 
it. For unto us was the gos- 
pel preached, as well as unto 
them: but the word preached 
did not profit them, not being 
mixed with faith in them that 
heard it. For we which have 
believed do enter into rest, as 
he said, As I have sworn in my 
wrath, if they shall enter in- 
to my rest: although the 
works were finisheg from the 
foundation of the world. For 
he spake in a certain place of 
the seventh day on this wise, 
And God did rest the seventh 
day from all his.works. And 
in this place again, If they 
shall enter into my rest. See- 
ing therefore it remaineth 
that some must enter therein, 
and they to whom it was first 
preached entered not in be- 
cause of unbelief: Again, he 
limiteth a certain day, saying 
in David, To day, after so long 
a time, as it is said, To day 
if ye will hear his voice, 
harden not your hearts. For 
if Jesus had given them rest, 
then would he not afterward 
have spoken of another day. 
There remaineth therefore a 
rest to the people of God. For 
he that is entered into his rest, 
he also hath ceased from his 
own works, as God diq from 
his. Let us labour therefore 
to enter into that rest, lest any 
man fall after the same ex- 
ample of unbelief. For the

In the preceding chapter, He- 
brews three, solemn warning is 
given from the Holy Ghost. 

“To day if ye will hear his 
voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation, in the 
day of temptation in the 

wilderness: . . . Wherefore I 


was grieved with that genera- 
tion, and said, They do alway 
err in their heart; and they 
have not known my ways. 
So I sware in my wrath, They 
shall not enter into my rest” 
(Heb, 3:7-11). 


What happened to the children 
of Israel in the wilderness is a 
solemn warning to us, for “these 
things happened unto them for en- 
samples; and they are written for 
our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come” (I 
Cor. 10:11). Israelites, coming out 
of Egypt, picture new~ converts 
Saying good-by to the old wicked 
world, to live for Jesus. The Pass- 
over lamb, with its blood on the 
door, pictured salvation. Crossing 
the Red Sea, they were hemmed 
in by waters, covered completely 
by clouds, which made a living 
grave that picturéd baptism. “The 
trials and troubles of their wil 
derness pilgrimage pictured the 
things that beset a Christian in 
his journey toward Heaven. Ca- 
naan, the land flowing with milk 
and honey, the land of the grapes 
of Eshcol, the roses of Sharon, the 
cedars of Lebanon, a goodly land, 
was the picture of Heaven. 


Our fathers thought of Heaven 
in these terms;

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life” (John 3:16).

The land of Canaan was a sym- 
bol of Heaven. How sad it is that 
many fail to enter in. They harden 
their hearts in unbelief, and, we 
are warned, “Take heed, brethren, 
lest there be in any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in departing from 
the living God,” and then Hebrews 
3:18 and 19 says: 


“And to whom sware he 
that they should not enter into 
his rest, but to them that be- 
lieved not? So we see that 
they could not enter in be- 
cause of unbelief.” 


People miss Heaven by unbelief 
just like the Jews missed Canaan 
and wondered forty years in the 
wilderness until their carcasses fell 
and their bones bleached outside | 
the land of promise. So our chap- 
ter begins with exhortation that 
we ought fearfully and earnestly 
to make sure of our salvation, 
So we may surely “enter into his 
rest.” 


The seventh day Sabbath of the 
Jews was clearly a type of the 
eternal rest of a Christian. Under 
ceremonial law Jews were com- 
manded to work six days. Six is 
man’s number, the highest and 
best that man can do. The num- 
ber of the Antichrist will be 666 
(Rev. 13:18). The great image 
buik by Nebuchadnezzar of Baby- 
lon was six cubits wide and sixty 
cubits high (Dan. 3:1). If a man 
lives perfectly six days he has 
earned his rest. So if a Christian 
lives perfectly all his life he has 
earned his Heaven. Before any- 
body tries to keep the Jewish Sab- 
bath on Saturday, let him remem- 
ber that the legal ceremonial Sab- 
bath pictures salvation by works.

into a heavenly Sabbath of rest if 
first we must obey the command- 
ment all our life, “Six days shalt 
thou labour, and do ALL thy 
work.” For this reason New 
Testament QChristians are com- 
mandeq not to be judged by the 
ceremonial Sabbath which was 
nailed to the cross of Christ with 
the other ceremonial law (Col. 
2:14-17). Instead of the Sabbath 
under law we now have the Lord's 
day, an entirely different day 
which we observe voluntarily and 
not by commandment. We have 
sweet rest on the first day of the 
week before we do any work at 
all, and this pictures salvation by 
grace. Saved without works, we 
then try to please God because we 
are already saved. 

Verse 4 mentions the rest of 
God on the seventh day after He 
had finished creation (Gen. 2:2). 
And verse 5 mentions that some 
men can enter into this rest of 
God and others miss it. God’s rest, 
then, when He finished making the 
heavens and the earth, is a type 
of the salvation which He offers 
to His creatures. Have you, dear 
reader, entered into the sweet rest 
of God? 

Let us see the wealth of meaning 
here. When God made man in His 
own image, He formed him out of 
the dust of the earth and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life 
so that man became a living soul. 
So Adam is called, in a peculiar 
sense, “the son of God” (Luke 3: 
38). He was created perfect and 
holy and God saw that all He had 
made was g00od and so God rested, 
content and happy in His finished 
work, 

But in the salvation of a soul 
God makes a new creation. The 
Spirit of God breathes on a soul 
and the soul is born again, made 
a new creature in Christ. He be- 
comes a partaker of the divine 
nature. That is as much a miracle 
as when God breathed into Adam’s 
nostrils and he became a living 
soul. The conversion and regenera- 
tion of a sinner, making him from 
a child of wrath into a child of 
God, is a creative act of God's 
grace, It is all of grace and none 
of works. “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). God wrought 
the first mighty creation and then 
rested. Jesus, on the cross, paid 
the infinite, terrible price for man’s 
redemption to make possible a new 
creation of sinners, and then He 
cried, “It is finished.” Then later 
He ascended to Heaven and sat 
down at the right hand of God, 
having completed all the work 
necessary to the redemption, of the 
whole world! The Father rested 
after the physical creation and 
after the making of man in His 
own image. The Son, then, rests 
on the right hand of the Father, 
having finished His work of re- 
demption which makes possible 
new creatures in Christ out of 
every poor sinner who trusts Him. 
Those of us who trust in Him, 
then, enter into the sweet rest of 
God! 

The Rest That Remaineth 

We are tolg that “There remain- 
eth therefore a rest to the people 
of God.” Rest! How sweet it is 
to the tired and weary! It is rest 
that Jesus promised to those who 
are weary and heavy laden. He 
said, ‘“‘Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest.” And again, 
“Ye shall find rest unto your 
souls.” 

I stand many times beside a 
coffin and speak what words of 
comfort I can to those’ left behind 
and urge them to be ready to meet 
Christian loved ones. Through 
these years many times I have 
seen a simple silver plate on the 
coffin with these words, “At Rest.” 
How true that is for the Christian, 
the child of God! It is written, 
“And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Write, Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord 
from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from

follow them” (Rev. 14:13).

Movies are filled with drinking 
scenes of beautiful stage and 
screen stars drinking beer, wine, 
cocktails and highballs.

joyfully had us promise to meet 
her in Heaven, then went to be 
with Jesus. My heart exults as 
I think of my mother in the Fa- 
ther’s house of many mansions. 
She rests from her labours and her 
works do follow her! She prayed 
that her son would be a preacher, 
yea, I verily believe she had a 
bargain with God, and I, all un- 
suspecting, am an unworthy party 
to a holy covenant entered into 
by God and my mother, “Yea, 
Saith the Spirit, that they may 
rest from their labours; and their 
works do follow them.” Mama 
has entered into God’s sweet rest 
but her works do _ follow her! 
Praise God, there remaineth a rest 
for the people of God! 


Hearts are tired everywhere— 
tired of work, tired of worry, tired 
of fear, tired of pain, tired of pov- 
erty and disappointment. Jt is re- 
freshing that God calls the death 
of a Christian “sleep,” knowing 
that even our poor, worn out, de- 
caying bodies will rise from the 
grave at the Saviour’s coming, not 
only refreshed but glorified, new 
like the body of Jesus. But while 
the body lays down for its sleep, 
the soul joyfully enters into God's 
rest. Joyous, conscious, _ alert, 
thrilling but peaceful rest! 

The other day as I closed a 
funeral service someone sang: 


Sleep on, beloved, sleep on 
and take thy rest: 

We loved thee well, but Jesus 
loved thee best. 

Sleep on, beloved, sleep on and 
take thy rest: 

Good night good night, good 


night, 


Yes, those who sleep in Jesus do 
take their rest. Happy, conscious, 
entering into the joy of the Lord, 
they rest from their labours while 
their works follow on. 

The late Dr. George Truett told 
how he visited a poor widow in 
DaMas years ago. As I recall, the 
conversation turned to Heaven. 
The widow's face was sad and her 
fingers were pin-pricked. She was 
a seamstress, thus earning a piti- 
ful living for herself and her fa- 
therless children. The talk turned 
to Heaven and Dr. Truett said, 
“My sister, what does Heaven 
mean to you?” 

The tears started to her eyes 
and she laid down her worn 
fingers in her lap and _e said, 
“Pastor, Heaven means rest! I 
won’t have to work as I do now, 
in Heaven.” 


“There remaineth therefore 
a rest to the people of God!” 


Paul, the aged apostle, toiled on 
tong after he would rather have 
gone to Heaven. He had written, 
“To die is gain” (Phil. 1:21) and 
yet for others’ sake he must go 
on with his minstry. He was in 
a strait betwixt two things, 
whether to depart and be with 
Christ which was far better, he 
said, or to remain for the bene- 
fit of others (Phil. 1:23,24). But 
still he toiled on. There were 
scars on his body from the ston- 
ing at Lystra. There must have 
been the long seamy marks of a 
raking lion’s claws where he 
fought the lions at Ephesus. Per- 
haps his joints were stiffened 
and pained by the twinges he may 
have gotten from his shipwrecks 
and exposure. Surely his aged 
eyes were nearly blind, had been 
for many years. Finally God 
whispered to him so Paul could 
triumphantly write: 

“For I am now ready to be 
offered, and the time of my de- 
parture is at hand. I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my 
course, 1 have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, 
shall give me at that day: and 
not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing” 
(iI Tim. 4:6-8). 

And through it all, there is no 
sadness in Paul’s good-by but 
rather grand relief, the sweetest 
anticipation! Paul looked  for- 
ward to the encircling arms of 
Christ, the happy words, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful 
servant: thou hast been faithful 


over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: en- 
ter thou into the joy of the lord” 
(Matt. 25:21) and then rest, sweet 
REST. No wonder that Paul 
could say, “If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of 
all men most miserable.” Paul 
looked forward to the rest that 
remains to the people of God. 

How sweet the toil if there is 
rest to follow! How can I ever 
forget some of the scenes that 
imypress themselves on  youth’s 
memory. The tired, sweat-whit- 
ened teams came in from the field 
in utter weariness but who does 
not remember that joyful rolling 
in the dirt, their deep, long, satis- 
fying drinks at the trough and 
then the eager scramble for their 
feed. And how good it was to be 
home at night in the plain little 
house, with such simple comforts 
and rest, simply rest. I can re- 
member full well how after riding 
after cattle or horses eight, ten 
or twelve hours in west Texas, I 
would urge my weary beast along 
until we headed toward home. 
Then his ears would pick up, his 
fox-trot would quicken and the 
nearer home we came the more 
eager was his pace! Rest! How 
sweet it is! And thank God, the 
toils of the ministry, (and they 
are not easy, God knows), will be 
laid aside, for “there remaineth 
a rest for the people of God.” 


Many saints of God, as they 
draw near the border line, seem 
to quicken their pace. Their tired 
faces become glad and a happy 
anticipation becomes theirs as 
they draw near the rest that re- 
mains for the people of God! More 
than once they have told me, “I 
am just waiting for my sum- 
mons; I am ready to go,” or “I'll 
be so glad when Jesus comes and 
I can see my loved ones again.” 

We sing a little chorus: 


“I'll be so glad when day is 
done, 

I'll be so glad when victory’s 
won, 

There'll be no sorrow 

In God’s tomorrow 

I'll be so glad when Jesus 
comes,” 


I keep thinking of the gladness 
in my mother’s face before she 
went to be with God. How happy 
she was! She asked my cousin, 
“Georgia, will you play and sing 
for me?” And Cousin Georgia an- 
swered, “‘What shall I sing, Aunt 
Sadie?” And she answered back, 
“Sing 


How firm a foundation, ye 
saints of the Lord, 

Is laid for your faith in His 
excellent Word! 

What more can He say than 
to you He hath said, 

To you, who for refuge to 
Jesus have ‘led? 

To you, who for refuge to 
Jesus have fled?” 


Cousin Georgia played, and 
brokenly, tried to sing it. And 
on that firm foundation my 
mother gladly and happily ap- 
proached her “promised land.” 
She said, “I can see Jesus and my 
baby now” and fell asleep. Yes, 
there remains a rest to the people 
of God. Let us rejoice with un- 
speakable joy that God has pre- 
pared for us a rest, a mansion in 
the Father’s house, a 'aying down 
of toil and sorrow, a last good-by 
forever to sin and death and the 
curse of our mortality! 


Resting Our Way to Heaven 

Verse 10 of this fourth chapter 
of Hebrews tells us, however, that 
we can enter into this blessed 
rest of God here and now. God 
has a rest that remains for 
us, waits for us, but, blessed 
thought it is, we can partly enter 
into that rest now. Oh, the rest 
of heart that a Christian can have 
in this world. This verse men- 
tioned says, 

“For he that is entered 
into his rest, he also hath 
ceased from his own works, 
as God did from his.” 

The Christian “is entered into 
his rest.” The child of God can 
rest now, spiritually, just like 
God rested from His labor on the 
Seventh day when He had fin- 


| ished the creation. I have not 


finished my work but salvation 
is finished for me, and I can en- 
ter into that sweet rest. 


It is this rest that the Saviour 
promises in Matthew 11:28-30: 


“Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest. Take 
my yoke upon you, and learn 
of me; for Iam meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For 
my yoke is easy, and my bur- 
den is light.” 


“I will give you rest.” “Ye 
shall find rest unto your souls!” 


Soul-rest, this sweet heart-rest 
can be yours today, troubled, 
weary, sin-sick sinner. And, dear 


Christian, if you have not com- 
pletely entered this rest which is 
promised while yet on earth, I 
want to help you here to “let go 
and let God’ 

How shall I enter into this rest? 
The way is plain. If I am to 
rest like God did after creation, 
if I am to enter now a sweet Sab- 
bath of heart, then I must cease 
from my own works and depend 
upon the finished work of Christ, 
“For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his 
own works, as God did from his.” 
Jesus finished. His work and then 
we are told, 


“But this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins 
for ever, sat down on the right 
hand of God; From hence- 
forth expecting till his ene- 
mies be made his footstool. 
For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified.’’— Heb. 10: 
12-14, 


Jesus sat down at the right 
hand of God. By one sacrifice 
He has finished His work. Now 
He confidently rests in the assur- 
ance that the Father is satisfied 
with the work which He has done. 
He rests in sweet assurance, fon- 
fidently expecting the kingdom 
which His Father will give Him 
on this earth at the complete tri- 
umph over Satan which is His 
due. And when He finished His 
own work, thank God, He finished 
ours! Jesus has in charge my 
Salvation. The Father commit- 
ted it to Him and I commit it to 
Him. If Jesus has sat down, 
then I may safely sit down and 
rest. Yea, I have sat down, and 
I am now resting my way ‘to 
Heaven. I am going to Heaven 
sitting down!

your soul’s salvation, there is 
only one way. You will never 
have peace in your good works. 

You will never have peace in 
resolutions, reformation, or in 
any thing that you have 
done or can do. The only way 
to enter into rest is to cease from 
your own works. That means, 
do not depend upon them, A 
Christian should want to work 
out his salvation to others, to let 
his light shine so that others 
may glorify his Father which is in 
Heaven, but as far as your soul's 
salvation is concerned, you should 
sit down, once for all, on the 
finished work of Christ and there 
rest. “For he that hath entered 
into rest hath ceased from his 
own works as God did from his.’ 
Rest, sweet rest, is found in Je- 
sus alone. His work satisfies the 
Father as the basis for our sal- 
vation and it ought to satisfy us. 
If Jesus Himself could say on the 
cross, “It is finished,” and then 
sit down at the right hand of the 
Father when He _ ascended on 
high, you and I, too, may safely 
sit down, and so ceasing from our 
own works with no dependence in 
the world upon them, enter into 
the rest of God. 


“Let Us Hasten Therefore to 
Enter Into That Rest” 
(vs. II) 

Since there is such sweet rest 
for those who simply sit down on 
the finished work of Christ, then 
dear reader, I beg of you to en- 
ter into that rest at once, Verse 
II says: 


“Let us labour therefore to 
enter into that rest, lest any 
man fall after the same exam- 
ple of unbelief.” 

Here the King James transla- 
tion needs a slight change. In- 
stead of “Let us labour,” a much 
clearer translation s “Let us has- 
ten therefore to enter into that 
rest,” The word is often trans- 
lated hasten and the meaning is 
clear, We are not to labor for 
rest, but to hasten into the rest 
which is free, 

The Jews in the wilderness 
missed their opportunity, and _ be- 
cause of ‘unbelief they did~ not 
enter into the rest of the promised 
land. When they saw the wrath 


of God at Kadesh-Barnea, then 
belatedly they said, “We |. will 
go,” but it was too late. They 


were condemned to wander in the 
carcasses 
would fall, and only their chil- 
dren could enter into the. sweet 
rest which could have been theirs. 
Many a man intends to be saved, 
but he intends to be saved to- 
morrow and tomorrow never 
comes, He intends to be saved 
sometime, but his heart gets no 
tenderer with waiting, his mind 
gts no clearer, his will grows no 
firmer. The contrary is_ true. 
His heart and mind and will har- 
den against God and so he is 
never saved, Therefore the 
Scripture here says, “Let us has- 
ten therefore to enter into that 
rest.” Today, look to Jesus, 
trust in Him and be saved at 
once. Let Heaven come into your 
heart, 

How clearly God sees the in- 
nermost recesses of your soul. 
Sins are not hidden from His 
sight. The Word of God is sharp- 
er than any twoedged sword and 
“is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart.” God 
knows all about you. Excuses 
will not do. Nothing is hidden 
from Him. Only the wickedness 
of an unregenerate, Christ-reject- 
ing, sin-enslaved heart would 
cause one to postpone salvation. 
He knows. Verse 13 says, 

“Neither is there any crea- 
ture that is not manifest in 
his sight: but all things are 
naked and opened unto the 
eyes of him with whom we 
have to do.” ! 

Make haste, dear brother; turn 
from your sins to trust in Jesus. 
Cease from your own works and 
so enter into sweet rest. 

Hold Fast Your Profession, 

Brother 

One’s courage must often fail 
if he rests in his own work. How 
often every Christian must fail, 
condemned for his weakness. 


Surely any Christian with clear 
Spiritual insight must see that he 
has nothing to boast of, nothing 
to depend on in his own life and 
works. But since it is all in Je- 
sus Christ, in His work, His sac- 
rifice, His unfailing love, His un- 


questioned righteousness, then 
safely we may rest. Then verse 
14 says: 


“Seeing then that we have 
a great. high priest, that is 
passed into the heavens, Je- 
Sus the Son of God, let us 
hold fast our profession.” 


Here is my boast and I will 
maintain it. My sins are for- 
given. I have entered into rest 
by ceasing from my own works. 
I will hold fast my profession. I 
have a great high priest who has 
entered into the Heavens. He 
Sits at the right hand of God. 
“He ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for us according to the 
will of God.” “If any man sin we 
have an advocate with the Fa- 
ther, Jesus Christ the righteous.” 
“He is our peace who hath brok- 
en down the middle wall of par- 
tition between us, having abol- 
ished in his flesh the enmity.” 
Through Christ, I am reconciled 
to God and have entered into 
peace. Therein I rejoice, yea and 
will rejoice, and to every reader, 
I urge, hold fast your profession. 
Let your dependence be on Christ 
alone and in His finished work. 

Our infirmities, our weakness- 
es, our sins are many. The con- 
sciousness of our guilt must 
grieve our hearts. But for the 
amazing, grace of God manifest- 
ed in Jesus Christ, there would be 
for us only utter despair. But 
thank God, He knows. Verses 15 
and 16 say: 


“For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our in- 
firmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. Let us 
therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find 


grace to help in time of 
need.” 

Jesus’ Himself was tempted, 
and He understands: He feels 


and is touched by feeling the 
weight of our infirmities since 
He was tempted in all points like 
as we are, and yet without sin. 
No one else ever loved sinners 
like Jesus, and no one else ever 
understood them so well. The 
compassionate heart of the Sav- 
iour nows all our sins. He knew 
the broken heart of David and in- 
spired him to write the _ Fifty- 
first Psalm. He knew when Peter 
turned away and wept bitterly 
after denying his Lord. He knew 
the weakness of Samson on the 
lap of Delilah and yet again heard 
his prayer. He can be touched, 
thank God, with the feeling of our 
infirmities. In this sweet thought 
there is infinite peace and rest, 
and in this a Christian can find 
boldness—-boldness to pray, bold- 
ness to rest unafraid on the 
promises of God. Whoever needs 
such a Saviour, let us come bold- 
ly. Whoever has such a Saviour 
and needs anything else, let us 
®%ome boldly. At His throne of 
grace we may obtain mercy for 
every sin and grace to help in 
every time of need.

the simple message of this wonder- 
ful text, 


Henry Moorhouse, known in his 
day as “The Boy Preacher,” once 
spoke on this text for seven nights 
in succession to crowded audiences 
in the great Moody Church of 
Chicago, and, as they listened to 
the music of its message, great 
crowds of men and women pressed 
into the Kingdom of God. But 
if one could write on it for a 
year its wonders could never be 
exhausted. It is so beautifully 
Simple that the little child can 
understand its meaning, and yet 
its truths are so profound that 
the greatest intellect in the world 
can only bow in worship before 
its grandeur. 

Martin Luther, the great Re- 
former, sometimes called ‘The 
Monk who shook the World,” used 
to refer to this text as “‘The Bible 
in Miniature,” and well he might, 
for every essential truth of the 
Bible is contained in these simple 
words—-The Infinite love of God 
for a fallen world (“For God so 
loved the World’), the manifesta- 
tion of that love in the unspeak- 
able gift of His Son (“that he 
gave his only begotten Son’’), the 
awful consequences of sin that 
Jesus died to redeem us from 
(“that whosoever believeth in him 
should not PERISH’’), and the 
amazing change in the sinner's 
position the moment he believes in 
Christ (“but have everlasting 
life’’). Print these twenty-five 
words on a sheet of paper put it 
between two covers, and you have, 
as Martin Luther said, “The Bible 
in Miniature.” 


In broadcasting this wonderful 
piece of news, therefore, may I 
invite your attention to seven 
wonderful facts disclosed therein. 


1. The Object That God Loved 
Is NEWS 
(“For God so loved THE WORLD”) 


When we look up at the vast 
expanse of the Heavens above us, 
and watch the sun moving ma- 
jestically in its appointed course, 
or gaze in awe at the millions of 
stars that shine like jewels in the 
dome of night, and then consider 
the littleness of man, is it not an 
astounding fact that God should 
choose this comparatively unim- 
portant sphere as the theatre for 
the display of His love? And 
when we remember that it was a 
worlg that had rebelled against 
God, and repeatedly broken His 
laws, and a world which He knew 
would eventually crown its iniquity 
by crucifying His Son, how su- 
premely marvellous are the words, 
“God so loved the world.” But 
there is a danger of looking at 
this great fact, wonderful as it is, 
in a general sense, and failing to 
realize its personal application to 
our individual life. Supposing a 
man met you on the street tomor- 
row and said, ““Have you heard the 
news? There was a man who 
died in London last week and left 
his entire fortune (£50,000) to one 
individual.” 

You would probably say, “Well, 
that’s interesting, but nothing out 
of the ordinary. People often die 
and leave all their possessions to 
another,” and proceed to change 
the conversation. But supposing 
he went on to say, “Yes, but he 
left the money to you.” Then if 
I mistake not, you would be all 
ears. You suddenly become greatly 
interested—you want to know all 
about it. It affects YOU in a

That is what the Scripture 
teaches in Galatians 6:6, “Let 
him that is taught in the word 
communciate unto him _§ that 
teacheth in all good things.” 

The word communicate in this 
verse really means to “share 
with.” One who is taught in the 
Word should share al good things 
with him that teacheth, says the 
Word of God: 

The Bible makes it clear that 
“They which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel” (1 Cor. 
9:14). Paul said plainly to the 
Corinthian Christians, “If we 
have sown unto you. spiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we 
shall reap your carnal things?” 
(I Cor. 9:11). God intended that 
one who works for Christ should 
have reward. God intended that 
one who preaches the gospel 
should be supported. God in- 
tended that one who blesses oth- 
ers should be blessed and remem- 
bered himself. 


One of the first lessons in 80- 
cial courtésy that I ever learned 
was that when I went to a party 
I must always go and thank the 
hostess and let her know that I 
appreciated the good time she 
had provided. It would be a sure 
sign of ill breeding and of a dis- 
courteous, boorish heart not feel 
grateful for hospitality and not 
to express that gratitude of heart 
to those who had gone to trouble 
to entertain and please one. So 
many times when one goes to @ 
nice dinner he likes to carry a 
box of candy or some flowers to 
the hostess who does so much for 
his pleasure. 

Wouldn't it be a wonderful 
thing if Christians could be nice 
people as well as Christians? 
Wouldn’t it be fine if those who 
are saved and going to Heaven 
and orthodox in doctrine, could 
also be courteous gentlemen and 
gentlewomen ? Sadly enough, 
many people who are saved do 
not have the graces and cour- 
tesies that would fit with good 
Christian hearts. 

If your pastor preaches a ser- 
mon which helps you and blesses 
you, go tell him so! It will com- 
fort his heart and strengthen him 
for service. How sad is many an 
earnest, honest preacher who 
preaches to callous-hearted people 
who do not have the Christian 
grace to say, “Thank you!” for 
the blessing they received. 

And some of you who read this 
thank your pastors, as you should, 
but never send a word of grati- 
tude for the blessings you receive 
through THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD or other Christian peri- 
odicals which come to your homes.

Fiaynes Holmes said, in that ‘un- 
broken line of saints and seers, 
running like the stitches of a 
golden thread through the tangled 
pattern of human affairs, who 
have insisted that man, like God 
is spirit, and can achieve his ends, 
and thus fulfill his life.’ Holmes 
ranks him in this line with Jesus. 
Buddha and St. Francis ... 
Transcending his own Hindu faith, 
Gandhi found truth and error 
in all religions. So it may some- 
day be found that he himself ex- 
pressed their greatest common 
denominator and was the prophet 
of a world faith.” 


Of course, it need not be said 
that no Bible-believing, born- 
again believer can accept these 


quotations as being true to God's 
Word. They are blasphemous! 
John Haynes Holmes, quoted by 
Léfe, is a well-Known humanist who 
has more than omce denied the 
Bible. 


These quotations are quoted 
merely to show the eStimate of the 
“natural man.” They conflict 
seriously with God’s inspired Word. 

Was Gandhi a saved man? I 
carmot judge, but from his own 
lips, from his own testimony, 
sadly I must say he confessed he 
was not a born-again believer. 

In 1941 Liberty Magazine pub- 
lished an article, “What Jesus 
Means to Me,” by Mahatma 
Gandhi which read in part, “Al- 
though a great part of my life has 
been devoteg to the study of 
religion and to discussion with 
religious leaders of all faiths I 
know that I cannot avoid seem- 
ing presumptuous in writing about 
the figure of Jesus Christ and 
trying to explain what significance 
and meaning He has had for me. I 
do so solely because I have been 
told mere than once by certain 
Christian friends that, since I am 
not a Christian and do not (to 
Quete their exact words) ‘Accept 
Him in my innermost heart as the 
only-begotten Son of God’, I can 
mever realiZe the full meaning of 
His teachings and therefore can 
mever draw upon the greatest 
source of spiritual strength known 
to man. ... What, then has Jesus 
meant to me? To me He is a 
great world teacher. To His 
followers He was and is the only- 
begotten Son of God. Whether or 
mot I accept this, does He affect 
my life the less? -Is all the 
grandeur of His teaching thus 
automatically barred from me? 
I cannot believe so. The adjective 
‘begotten’ has a meaning for me 
that I like to think is deeper and 
possibly grander than its literal 
one. To my mind it _ implies 
spiritual birth. My interpretation, 
im other words, ig that in Jesus’ 
own life He stood nearest to God; 
He most perfectly expressed the 
will and spirit of God. And it is 
in this sense that I look upon Him 
as the Son of God. 

“But I believe that there is 
something of this spirit, which 
in Jesus was expressed in the 
fullest measure, in all mankind. I 
must believe that; if I did not, I 
would be a cynic, and to be a 
cynic is to be lifeless, empty, 
valueless; it means that ome 
condemns the whole race of man. 

“. . . It is impossible, I think, 
to weigh the merits of the world’s 
several religions, and unnecessary 
and pointless even to attempt to 
do so. But in each one, I believe, 
there was an original common 
impulse—the desire to help and to 
improve the life of all men. I 
interpret the miracles of Jesus 
not in a literal sense, which seems 
to me unimportant, but as the 
dramatic anq unforgettable ex- 
pression of this impuise, as the 
most vivid lesson possible to 
impart—not to pass by the sick 
and suffering, not to judge those 
who. in the world’s eyes, have 
sinned, but to forgive them and 
thus help them to enter a new 
and better life...” 

From his own words, then, it 
is evident that Gandhi diq not 
believe that Christ is the “only 
begotten Son of God,” and that 
he believed Christ to be only a 
great teacher. If Christ were 
only a great teacher ang not the 
Son of God, He could not save. 


The plan of salvation is dependent 
on the Bible revelation that Christ 
is the only begotten Son of God. 
When Philip led the Ethiopian 
eunuch to Christ, he said, “,.. sf 
thou believest with all _ thine 
heart .. he answered and said, I 
believe that JESUS CHRIST IS 
THE SON OF GOD” (Acts 8:37). 
The Gospel of John — the Gospel 
of the Son of God — presents the 
plan of salvation. John said the 
reason the wonderful works of 
Christ were recorded in his gos- 
pel was, “. .. that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God; ang that believing 
ye might have life through His 
name” (John 20:31). So sailva- 
tion and the fact that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God are bound to- 
gether. Jesus did not merely 
“stand nearest to God’; He was 
God. Gandhi did not believe in the 
luteral miracles of Christ, The 
Bible reveals that one of the ways 
Christ would be recognized would 
be the miracles He perfomed. In 
fact, John the Baptist, while in 
prison, calleg “. . . unto him two 
of his disciples [and]. sent them to 
Jesus, saying, Art thou he that 
should come? or look we for 
another? When the men were 
come unto him, they said, John 
Baptist hath sent us unto thee, 
saying, Art thou he that should 
come’? or look we for another? 
And in that same hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and 
plagues, and of evil spirits; and 
unto many that were blind he 
gave sight. Then Jesus answer- 
ing said unto them, Go your way, 
and tell John what things we have 
seen and heard; how that the blind 
see, the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead 
are raised, to the poor the gospel 
is preached” (Luke 7:19-22). 

So in a definite way, miracles 
proved the claims of Christ. Every 
person that has been truly saved 
believes Christ performed miracles. 
Not to believe this would make the 
Bible a lie. If Jesus did not do 
miracles, then He is not the 
Saviour and cannot be depended 
upon, 

Several years ago a lay- 
preacher, Mr. A. W. Baker, of the 
Plymouth Brethren, visited Gand- 
hi ang presented the plan of sal- 
vation to him. Mr. Baker said: 
“It is His Word, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him shall have everlast- 
ing life. Therein lies God’s mercy. 
And as we believe in the atone- 
ment of Jesus, our own sins do 
not bind us. Sin we must; it is 
impossible to live sinless in this 
world. And therefore Jesus suf- 
fered and atoned for the sins of 
the race. Only he who accepts 
His great redemption can have 
eternal peace.” 


In answer to Mr. Baker, Gandhi 
replied, “If this be Christianity, I 
cannot accept it. I do not seek 
redemption from the consequences 
of my sin. I seek to be redeemed 
from sin itself, or rather from the 
very thought of sin. Until I have 
attained that end, I shall be.con- 
tent to be restless” (page 131, 


Mahatma Gandhi—His Own Story, |-

Four words seem to stand out 
in this answer Gandhi gave; four 
words are so important to the 
subject of whether the Little 
Hindu was a Christian or not that 
[I have capitalized them. “I do not 
seek REDEMPTION from the 
CONSEQUENCES of my sin. I 
seek rather to be redeemed from 
sin itself, or rather the very 
thought of sin. Until I have 
ATTAINED that end I shall be 
content to be RESTLESS.” 


“I do not seek REDEMPTION 
. +.” If only this world leader 
could have seen that outside of 
Christ their is NO redemption 
from sin! The Lord Jesus Christ 
is the only Redeemer. Saul of 
Tarsus, like Gandhi, was a “re- 
ligious’” man, but Saul realized 
that he needed redemption. After 
being sought and saved by the 
Lord Jesus who died to redeem 
sinners, the Apostle Paul wrote, 


“Being justified freely by his 


grace through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus: Whom God 
hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to 
declare his righteousness for the 


remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God: 
... (Rom, 3:24, 25). 

Paul again, in Hebrews, said 
Christ is the omy Redeemer, 
“Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal 
redemption for us. . . How much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living God? ... 
And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and with- 
out shedding of blood is no re- 
misison”’ (Heb. 9:12, 14, 22). 


Christ our Redeemer died on 
cross, 
Died for the sinner, paid all 
his dues; 
Sprinkle your soul with the 
blood of the Lamb, 
And I will pass, will pass 
over you. 


“T do not seek redemption .. .” 
What a tragedy! If Gandhi had 
only accepted Christ’s redemption 
what a power he could have been! 


Notice the next word that 
stands out — CONSEQUENCES. 
Gandhi knew that sin has conse- 
quences. If only he, as well as 
every person outside of Christ, 
could see that unless one accepts 
the redemption provideg in Christ, 
he must suffer the consequences of 
sin! Paul said, “The wages [con- 
sequences] of sin is death .. .” 
(Rom. 6:23). You must receive 
Christ, who suffered for you, or 
suffer in Hell for your sins. 


When an unsaved person will 
not accept the perfect finished 
work of Christ, the next step is; 
he tries to work for or ATTAIN 
salvation. When Gandhi said, 
“Until I have ATTAINED .. .” 
we see he was thinking not of 
redemption from the consequences 
of sin by another, but redemption 
by himself—by his own good deeds 
and life. The Jews diq that very 
thing also, for Paul said, “... I 
bear them record that they have 
zeal of .God, but not according to 
knowledge. For they being ignor- 
ant of God's righteousness, and 
going about to establish their own 
righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness 
of God. For Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth” (Rom, 10:2-4). 
Again Paul said, “Therefore by the 
deeds of the law there shall no 
flesh be justified in his sight: for 
by the law is the knowledge of 
sin , .. Where is boasting then? 
It is excluded. By what law? of 
works? Nay: but by the law of 
faith. Therefore we conclude 
that a man is justified by faith 
without the deeds of the law” 
(Rom. 3:20, 27, 28). 

“Until I have attained that end 
I shall be content to be restless.” 
How true of all unsaved people! 
Yes, everyone outside of Christ 
who is trying to attain salvation 
by works will never find the rest 
that Jesus gives. Jesus’ said, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I WILL 
GIVE YOU REST” (Matt. 11:28). 
Come to Jesus for rest! You need 
not be restless. 

O come to the Saviour, 
patiently waits 

To save by His power divine; 

Come, anchor your soul in the 

“Haven of Rest,” 

And say, “My Beloved is 
mine!”

So we are apt to allow the 
amazing declaration that “God so 
loved the WORLD” to pass almost 
unheeded, until the truth dawns 
upon us that all that happened at 
Calvary, all that is announced 
later in this wonderful piece of 
news, was the outcome and ex- 
pression of God’s love to YOU and 
ME—then our hearts are stirred 
to responsive affection, ang we are 
ready to say, “We love him, be- 
cause he first loved us.”—-I John 
4:19. 

“Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that he loved us, 
and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation of our sins.’’—I John 
4:10.

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There was. only ONE who could 
understand to the full the hideous- 
ness of sin in the eyes of a holy 
God, only One who, Himself sin- 
jess, could shoulder the burden of 
a world’s guilt, and bear the awful 
stroke of divine judgment in our 
stead. That One must be both 
human and divine, and so at the. 
cross we find that “God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto 
himself” (II Cor. 5:19). He who 
“did no sin” voluntarily bore “our 
sins in his Own body on the tree”’ 
(I Peter 2:24). Well might we 


sing: 
This is love, ‘tis love un- 
bounded 
Without measure, without 
end: 
Human thought is here con- 
founded, 


"Tis too vast to comprehend, 
Praise the Saviour, 
Magnify the sinner's 
Friend. 


3. The Company That God 
Invites Is NEWS 


(“Whosoever”) 


How startle@d Nicodemus must 
have been as he heard these words 
of our Lord on that memorable | 
night when he sought an interview 
with the Saviour. He had long 
known and believed that God loved 
his own nation, the Jews, but that 
His love should extend to the Gen- 
tiles, that it was universal—this 
was news indeed. And yet this is 
the supreme glory of the gospel; 
that the invitation is to every 
race and clime, every creed and 
colour, every class and condition 

“Whosoever will may come.” 

How thankful we ought to be 
for that wonderful word, ‘“Whoso- 
ever.” Personally it makes me 
more sure of my salvation than 
if my own name had been men- 
tioned in this giorious text. Sup- 
posing your name to be John 
Smith, and this amazing verse 
declareg that “God so loved John 
Smith that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that if John Smith be- 
lieved on him, he should not 
perish, but -have everlasting life,” 
you would rest for a moment on 
the blessed promise of a God who 
cannot lie, and a wonderful peace 
would fill your heart at the deep 
sense of forgiveness and pardon 
through a crucified Saviour. Then 
the Devil would remind you that 
there are many John Smiths in the 
world, and why should = you 
imagine God had intended this 
statement to refer to YOU-—and 
away would fly your peace and 
assurance. But you may safely 
rely on that universal, all-inclusive 
word, “Whosoever,” which the 
little girl once defined as meaning 
“You, me, and everybody else.” 


4. The Condition That God 
Imposes Is NEWS 
(“Believeth in Him”) 


One of the greatest wonders of 
this verse is the fact that the only 
condition Gog imposes, or requires, 
from those who would escape the 
consequences of their ‘sin, is simple 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ— 
“Whosoever believeth in him.” 

I believe in a doctor when I put 
myself unreservedly in his hands 
and trust him to cure me; I be- 
lieve in a lawyer when I leave my 
case in his hands and trust him 
to effectively plead for me; I! 
believe in a banker when I place 
my possessions in his hands and 
allow him to keep them on my | 


behalf; and I believe in God’s Son 
(in the sense this verse implies) 
when I take Him to be my per- 
sonal Saviour, when I put my 
helpless and hopeless case into His 
pierced hands, and trust Him to 
do what I cannot do for myself— 
Save me from the consequence and 
power of my sin. Have YOU done 
that? For that is the simple but 
indispensable condition of salva- 
Lion. 


The death of Christ has made 
Salvation possible for every crea- 
ture under Heaven, but unless our 
faith takes hold of Him as our 
individual Saviour it will be of no 
avail to us. Here, for example. is 
a man rescued from drowning. 


Artificial respirgtion has been 
started. “What's wrong?” some- 
one cries in the crowd that 
gathers. “The man cannot 
breathe,” is our reply. “Why, 
)isn’t there enough air?” “Yes,” 
|we answer, “plenty of air: vast 


|Supplies of it, but unless he can 
be induced to draw upon it, his 
life will vanish completely before 
long." Air is universal, but your 
individual pair of lungs has to put 
in its claim for supplies, or death 
MUST follow. God's love and 
salvation are universal, but YOU 
must put in your claim— believe on 
His Son--or eternal death will re- 
sult. God has made faith in Christ 
a necessity for salvation—‘*To him 
that worketh not, but believeth on 
him that justifieth the ungodly, 
his faith is counted for righteous- 
ness” (Rom. 4:5). “By grace are 
ye saved through faith: and that 
not of yourselves; it is the gift of 
God; Not of works, lest any man 
should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 


o. The Danger That God Re- 
veals Is NEWS 
(“Perish”) 

It is not a remarkable thing that 
the very text which, above all 
others, declares the boundless love 
of God, should, at the same time 
contain the darkest word in the 
Bible—the word that reminds us 
most forcibly of the terrible 
danger of the sinner—that solemn, 
awe-inspiring, word PERISH. 

During the Great War a mis- 
sionary was distributing Testa- 
ments to the soldiers, and one man 
said, “I don’t want it. I don’t 
belong to that class.” The mis- 
sionary was not able to spend 
much time with-him and passed 
on.' A few days later this man 
went into the nearby town and saw 
a crowd around a speaker. He 
skirted the crowd, but one word 
fell on his ear—the word “escape.”’ 
He could not get rid of it-—it 
haunted him night ang day. Later 
he was in the hospital ward, and 
there he saw the missionary again. 
‘Is the word ‘escape’ in_ the 
Bible?” he asked. “Oh yes,” 
came the reply “How shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation” (Heb. 2:3), and he 
preached Christ to him. A week 
or two afterwards, still in the 
hospital, he said, “isn’t it a good 
thing I have escaped?” The mis- 
sionary thought at first he meant 
it was a good thing his illness 
kept him from going to the front. 
But no, he was dying of pleurisy, 
due to a cold caught on the march, 
and the escape he referred to was 
an escape from eternal] doom. The 
danger is tremendously real—of 
some it will be said “These shall 
go away into everlasting punish- 
ment” (Matt. 25:46). The effect

of NOT believing is as certain as 
the effect of believing, for the 
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for thou- 
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is victorious; and for many 
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Bible declares that “He that be- 
lieveth NOT the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him” (John 3:36). 


6. The Blessing That Bestows 
Is NEWS 
(“Everlasting Life’) 


The amazing thing about God's 
plan of salvation is that it not 
only delivers us from the conse- 
quences of our-sin—that is suf- 
ficient to call forth our constant 
praise—-but bestows upon the be- 
lieving soul the priceless gift of 
everlasting life. Not only are we 
delivered from the eternal wrath 
of a sin-hating God, but we are 
actually made His own children, 
brought into His family, and given 
the continueg sense of His presence 
and providentia] care, as well as 
the sure prospect of eternal bliss. 

“Behold, what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons 
of God... Now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be; but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him, for we shall 
see him as he is” (I John 3:1, 2). 

A Christian girl lay on what 
proved to be her dying bed, and 
the family doctor hag turned sadly 
away to whisper to her parents, 
“I'm afraid her life is just ending.” 
Quietly as the words were spoken, 
the dying girl caught them, and 
with a radiant smile she said, “No, 
doctor, not ending—just begin- 
ning.” She was about to enter 
into the complete and final experi- 
ence of something she had already 
possessed on earth—‘‘éverlasting 
life.”

you care to choose; but that 


won't change the booze. 

Alcohol in beer, wine, whisky, 
rum or gin is a habit-forming, 
marcotic, poisonous drug that be- 
fuddies the brain, depresses the 
merve, retards muscular reaction, 
and releases inhibition. Chang- 
ing the name on the 0building 
where it is sold, legalizing the 
distribution of it, giving Uncle 
Sam revenue from its sale, hiring 
a pretty girl to serve it, and us- 
ing revenue from it to build 
schools and pay old age pensions 
will not keep it from making peo- 
ple drunk and causing men to 
kill and murder, steal and rob, 
beat their wives, starve their ba- 


bies, curse God and go to the 
Devil, This fight is over what 
booze is and what it does, not 


ever who makes it, who sells it, 
er who gets the money out of it. 
And a bottle of legally made, le- 
gally sold, legally drunk beer, 
wine or whisky will cause just as 
much sin, sorrow, shame and 
grief as will a bottle of bootleg 
hooch sold in a fruit jar under 
prohibition. 

Adocates of. repeal fourteen 
years ago talked much about the 
suffering, injury and death caused 
by drinking poison bootleg hooch 
under prohibition. But today for 
every one person who crippled, 
injured or killed himself by drink- 
ing poison bootleg hooch, we have 
dozens of people who are killed, 
crippled and injured by bleary- 
eyed, befuddle-brained car driv- 
ers racing up :2d down our 
streets and highways. Of the 
32,000 people killed in traffic 
slaughter in America in _ 1947, 
leading authorities estimate that 
40 per cent, or 12,000 of them 
were killed in accidents involv- 
ing liquor. That is twenty times 
as many as were killed in the 
Texas City disaster. That is 


More than three times as many 


as were killed at Pearl Harbor, 


—— 


for which we fought the war in 
the Pacific. 

Advocates of repeal said prohi- 
bition had put the women to 
drinking. Repeal by featuring 
beautiful women in newspapers, 
magazines, motion pictures, on 
billboards and over the radios as 
drinking beer, cocktails and high- 
balls has crowded our New Deal 
drink dives with female barflies 
until many of the big metropoli- 
tan dailies are alarmed and cru- 
sading for something to be done to 
save the womanhood of this na- 
tion from the pitfalls and ruin of 
a drunken debauchery that mocks 
all modesty. 


Advocates of repeal talked much 
about hip pocket flasks, the bath- 
tut gin parties, and the ruin of 
flaming youth by prohibition 
bootleggers. From wet Colorado 
Springs a few weeks ago the pa- 
pers carried the sordid story ei 
how fourteen teen-age youngsters 
practically wrecked the furnish- 
ings of a church in a wild, drunk- 
en debauchery that words could 
not adequately describe. About 
the same time lurid stories were 
flashed over the news release of 
the nation about a drunken, im- 
moral orgy of two weeks’ dura- 
tion in wet Boise, Idaho, that in- 
volved nearly a hundred teen-age 
youngsters, the youngest _ girl 
twelve and the oldest seventeen. 

Just before the noliday season 
officers uncovered a wild, drink- 
ing, necking, dissipating party on 
the beach near wet Burlingame, 
California, that was participated 
in by over 300 teen-age young- 
sters. 

More booze, more drunkenness, 
more crime, more staggering wo- 
men, more delinquent youth, 
more drunken drivers, more wreck- 
ed homes, and more ruined lives 
have followed in the wake of the 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, 

And just as General Douglas 
MacArthur and his fighting Yanks 
island-hopped back across the 


Pacific te recapture the Philip- 
pines and conquer Japan, the 
Bible-believing, Christ-honoring, 
humanity-loving, sin-hating, high- 
souled, high-minded, sovLer-hearted 
Christian men and women of this 
nation who love the Lord and the 
Church and their little boys and 
girls are driving this relegalized 
liquor traffic out of state after 
state, county by county and pre- 
cinct by precinct.

Last year the liquor traffic 
spent over a hundred million dol- 
lars in glamorous advertising to 
educate the American people to 
drink.
